Leaves Letter for Hus- 
band, From Whom She 
Was Estranged, Protest- 
ing Love. 


Solons Dazed by Sur- 
prisingly Quick Passage 
of Greatest Amount 
Ever Asked for Bureau. 


Canton, Ohio, December 13.—(/)— 
Mrs. Margaret Heldman, 21, of Lo- 
rain, Ohio, confessed in a suicide note 
that she was the young woman who 
killed Vernard E. Fearn, coal opera- 
tor, here last Thursday, and then end- 
ed her life tonight by shooting her- 
self while in an automobile on a road 
just outside of Canton. 

The woman's husband, W. O. Held- 
man, who told police that she had 
confessed the slaying to him, was 
bringing her to Canton from their 
Lorain home to turn her over to au- 
thorities when she suddenly drew a 


.o8-caliber revolver and shot herself 
through the heart. 

Examination revealed that it was 
the same weapon she used in killing 
kearn, whom she called to the door 
of his home and shot. 

Heldman said his wife had planned 
to end her life and had left him a 
“suicide note” which he discovered in 
their home at Lorain this morning. 
Because ‘he knew that she had been 
acquainted with Fearn and had “gone 
out with him” on several occasions, 
Heldman previously had suspected her 
of the slaying, he said. 

The suicide note which Heldman 
discovered before his wife intended 
it to reach him, made no mention of 
Fearn but so aroused the young hus- 
band’s suspicions that he grilled her 
for four and a half hours before she 
confessed that she was the slayer, 
Lleldman told authorities. 

He quoted his wife as saying that 
Fearn had made her life a “hell on 
earth.” 

Heldman turned over to the police 
the letter which his wife had written 
him. It read: ; 

“I am leaving your life forever 
and I truly am sorry for all the 
trouble I have caused you and rather | 
than try to go through the rest of 
my life under a lie I am taking this 
means to tell you the truth, I can’t 
face you and tell you this so 1 am

That 
day you kicked me out because that 
fellow was there and you didn’t know 
him, for I don’t think you have ever 
met him. I can't stand the worry 
any longer and to be away from my 
baby. So I do hope you can forgive 
me and give your baby a good home. 
Love him even if you don't me for I 
do surely love you.” 


(Signed) “MARGARET.” 

The baby referred to in the letter. 
it is believed, is the five months’ old 
son which was born to the Heldmans 
last July. They had been married 
since September 1927, but had sep- 
arated once. After the separation, the 
child was awarded hy the court to the 
children’s bureau here. Water, how- 
ever, the couple patched their differ- 
ences and moved from Canton last 
October but the child remained in 
custody of the children’s bureau. 

Letter Tells of Relations. 

Heldman- said he discovered his 
wife had been having relations with 
Fearn when he intercepted a_ letter 
she wrote to her sister at Canton last 
Monday in which the coal operator's 
name was mentioned. At that time, 
he said, he accused her of the slaying, 
but she denied it. 

Heldman said he learned Jater that 
Fearn and his wife had been together 
on several occasions during Septem- 
ber and October, just before they mov- 
ed to Lorain. 

He declared his wife told him today 
that she had resolved to kill Fearn 
for some time before’ she gathered 
enough nerve to carry out her plan. 

Then, last week she suddenly left 
her home. She went to Canton and 


Washington, December 13.—(4)— 
Without a word of debate, the senate 
today boosted appropriation proposed 
for prohibition enforcement next year 
from $13,500,000 to $270,627,384— 
the highest figure ever suggested. The 
increase, however, still must be ap- 
proved by the house, where repeat- 
ed efforts to provide such a large sum 
bave met with failure. 

The move to increase the allotment 
was made by Senator Bruce, demv- 
crat, Maryland, one of the wet lead- 
ers in congress, who proposed the 
more than quarter-billion-dollar addi- 
tion in amendment form to the treas- 
ury-postoffice supply bill after the 
Senate once had passed. the measure. 

The senator got his amendment in, 
bowever, by asking for reconsideration 
of the bill and then thin’s moved so 
swiftly that it apparently was not un- 
til some time later that the senate 
realized what had occurred. 

Leaders Would Kill It. 

Declaring the appropriation would 
“wreck” the government’s fiscal pro- 
gram, leaders immediately laid plans 
to kill the increase when the Dill is 
considered in the conference with the 
house for adjustment of differences 
between the two bodies. 

Unable even to explain his amend. 
ment because of the rush with which 
it went through, Senator Bruce later 
explained off the floor that. “if we 
cant repeal the dry act, let’s enforce 
it :icut.” He ssid he had suggested 
the increase because Commissioner 

: Doran, of the prohibition bureau, had 
@eclared recentiy that it would take 
$500,000,000 to enforce the law. 

To support this increase for en- 
forcemeut work, the Maryland sen- 
ator said he now proposed to prepare 
@ bill authorizing enough federa} 
courts “to cover the land and take 
care of the enormous increase in busi- 
hess which seems in prospect.” 

Bruce Only Laughs. 

Senator Bruce laughed aloud to the 

dismay of the small group of senators 


on the floor when his .mendment was 
declared approved and the bill im- 
mediately thereafter declared passed. 
He was off the floor when the treas- 
ury bill was passed. Returning he 
asked reconsideration. Chairman War- 
rens, of the appropriations committee, 
objected but at the request of Senator 
King, democrat, Utah, he yielded. 
Phe amendment by’ Bruce merely 
proposing that the figures on a cer- 
tain page of the bill be changed, was 
real by a senate clerk. Senator 
Moses, republican, New Hampshire, 
the presiding officer, declared it 
adopted without waiting even for the 
Marylander to explain his amendment. 
As Mr. Bruce laughed, Chairman 
Warren turned to the amendment, 
read it over and he then laughed him- 
self. He showed other members on

GIVEN LINDBERG 


Presentation. Climaxes 


Day’s Proceedings at 
World Aviation Meeting 
in Washington. 


Washington, December 13.—(#)— 
Two of the outstanding figures in the 
world of aviation came. together in 
dramatic fashion today when Orville 
Wright, the first man to fly a motor- 
driven heavier-than-air craft, escorted 
Charles A. Lindbergh to the rostrum 
of the international civil aeronautics 
conference to recéive the Harmon tro- 


phy in reconition of his famous New 
York-to-Paris flight. 

The trophy, awarded annually by 
the International League of Aviatiors 
to the man voted to have done the 
most for aeronautics in that year, was 
presented to Lindbergh by Pierre 
Etienne Flandin, vice president of the 
French chamber of deputies and presi- 
dent of the Aero Club of France. 

At the request of William P. Mac-

Country, Composed Until 
Now, Declares Actions 
of Bolivia Give Rise to 
Danger of Imminent War 


Washington, December 13.—(/)— 
The Pan-American conference's spe- 
cial committee on the Bolivian-Para- 
guayan dispute decided tonight to rec- 
ommend that the conference call upon 
all American republics participating 
in the meeting to exercise their moral 
influence to smooth over the differ- 
ences between the two Latin American 
nations. 

The special committee began its ses- 
sion only a few hours after the Para- 
guayan charge d’affaires had trans- 
mitted a note to the state department 
in which the situation resulting from 
the boundary dispute with Jolivia 
was described as giving rise to the 
danger of “imminent war.” 

No Long Investigation. 

Along with the committee's recom- 
mendation that the conference take #:- 
tion there also will be submitted a 
number of proposals as to the way in 
which this should be done. The con- 


ference itself, however, will be called 
upon to determine which of the plans 
shall be employed. 

Other committee members said later 
that there would be no suggestions in 
the committee report that the confer- 
ence would undertake a lengthy and 
unavoidably involved investigation of 
the whole controversy. 

At the time the committee went into 
session word had been received from 
Buenos Aires that Argentina waived 
whatever priority it might have in 
mediating the dispute in favor of the 
conference and this in itself removed 
any restriction of action on that score. 

Argentina Takes Hand. 

Argentina’s previous rights in the 
matter came from her initiative sev- 
eral months ago in asking Bolivian 
and Parggueven commissions to meet 
in. .Buenos Aires: to | 
frontier problem ‘between 
countries, 

All delegates in the committee meet- 
ing were pledged to secrecy. The re- 
port may not even become public to- 
morrow since it is understood that a 
proposal will be made to have the rev 
port read and debated. behind closed 
doors. The conference will have to 
decide upon that poiint. 

During the - day, however, the 
Paraguayan government added a little 
fuel to the threat of war between the 
two interior South American repub- 
lies when it officially notified the 
state department that it considered 
the outbreak of hostilities “imminent” 
in view of the Bolivian warlike con- 
centration on its border. 

Argentina for Mediation. 

Up until today the special commit- 
tee, named by the conference to look 
into the controversy, had been labor- 
ing under the disadvantage of the 
non-participation of che Argentine re- 
publie, one of the largest South Amer- 
ican nations, in the parley. Argen- 
tina—the only Latin American coun- 
try not represented at the conference— 
for some time has veen engaged in 
trying to mediate the boundary settle- 
ment problem of Bolivia and Para- 
gunay, including the same frontier on 
which last week’s clash at Fort Van- 
guardia precipitated the present dis- 
pute.

Hager, in announcingf the aban- 
donment of two counts in the true bill 
charging fraud in the use of the mails 
in connection with the sale of bonds 
for the construction of the William

mingham, Ala., and the Tennessee 
Terrace hotel at Knoxville, Tenn, 
said the count in connection with the 
Young hotel was dropped because “we 
cannot produce an original letter es- 
sential to the prosecution,” and count 
No. 4 in connection with the Bir.

Military On Display. 

There was ample display of the 
military and constabulary at the sta- 
tion and along the route to the emhbas- 
sy to indicate the precautions that had 
been taken for the safety of the visi- 
tors; but neither Mr. Hoover nor the 
Argentine officials seem to have taken 
the plot seriously, although secret 
service men will guard every avenue of 
approach to the president-elect. 

A carpet of red plush had been laid 
at the railroad station when the spe- 
cial train arrived and onto this Mr. 
Hoover and members of his party 
stepped as they got off the train that 
had brought them from the heights of 
the Andes across the fertile Argentine 
pampas. 

The president-elect first shook 
hands with President Irigoyen, whose 
presence at the station, since he rare- 
ly appears at public functions, was 
considered most remarkable here. He 
was then introduced to members of 
the cabinet and other notables, the 
thousands around cheering and crying 
“Viva Hoover!” while cavalrymen 
held them in check. 

It was when the departure was 
made from carpeted platform that the 
police lines gave way and the crowd 
surged about, crowding and pushing 
ang subjecting the president of Argen- 
tina and president-elect of the United 
States alike to a few brisk moments 
before they got to their automobile 
and started for the embassy, leaving 
cavalry escort and others of the in- 
tended parade to follow as they might. 

The enthusiasm of the Buenos Aires 
populace prompted Mr. Hoover, once 
he had reached the United States em- 
bassy, to issue a brief statement of 
appreciation. 

“T could imagine no more wonder- 
ful introduction into Argentina than 
through the Andes,” he said. “One is 
plunged at once’ into a’ realization of 
its gréatness, its splendid development 
and its magnificent resources. As a 
student of human advancement, I have 
a feeling of exaltation at the accom- 
plishment of the people of Argentina. 
to which I have been witness. 1 am 
deeply grateful for the genuine spirit 
of kindliness and welcome extended to 
me -by President Irioygen and evi- 
denced by the many thousands of peo- 
ple along the way here.”’ 

Mr. Hloover intended to rest from 
his long trip tonight, preparing him- 
self for the two days of official wel- 
coming that will begin Friday morn- 
ing. Sunday he will board the Argen- 
tine cruiser Buenos Aires and be tak- 
en up the River La Plata to Monte- 
video, capital of Urugcurev. He then 
will board the U. S. S. Utah to begin 
his trip back toward the United 
States. with the first stop Rio Janeiro, 
eapital of Brazil.

London, December 14.—(Friday)— 
(United News).—The United News 
was officially informed at Bucking- 
ham Palace early today that there had 
been “no change in the king’s condi- 
tion since the evening bulletin.” 

“He is maintaining the improve- 
ment and all is quiet,” it was added. 
“It is presumed that” the king is 
sleeping.” The evening bulletin had 
said that the king continued to make 
“slight improvement” and his condi- 
tion was satisfactory. 

In many respects today will be one 
of the most important days in the 
whole period of the king’s illness, 
since evening will mark conclusion of 
the vital 48-hour period following 
Wednesday's operation to drain poison 
from the king’s chest. 

Today Is Crisis. 

If Friday's bulletins show that his 
majesty’s strength is maintained and 
no new complications set in, medical 
experts are almost unanimously 
agreed that the king will definitely 
have reached a more favorable stage 
in his illness. 


It was understood that the royal 
family was “entirely satisfied” with 
the condition of the king after the 
night bulletin. It was said authori- 
tatively that the doctors wer i- 
fied his majesty so far not sale bal 
held his Own, but had even shown a 
slight improvement after the operation 
which was more than was expected. 

The Daily Express said last night 
that Queen Mary and the Prince of 
Wales were informed Wednesday that 
if the king did not undergo an opera- 
tion, the toxaemia which had infected 
his blood probably would be fatal. |

The Daily Evpress said it had 
learned the operation was of short 
duration and that it was not necessary 
to cut into the. rib, as often is done 
in such operations.

A talk by Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city 
health officer, featured the weekly 
opeting of the City club Thursday 
alternoon in the pine room of the 
Ansley hotel... 

Dr. Kennedy gave a brief history 
of the work of the health *epartment 
since 1881 and told of the efforts that 
are being made constantly to create 
better health conditions and to lower 
the mortality rate. For people to die 
from “natural causes” at approxi- 
mately 50 years of a‘. is entirely 
unnatural, he stated, adding that the 
education of children along common 
sense health lines is doing much to 
bring about better conditions, 

He gave statistics to show that, 
since 1881, the number of deaths from | 
all causes has been reduced from 24.4 
per thousand population to 14.83 per 
thousand. In addition he stated that 
the deaths here from tuberculosis in 
1927 were two less in rumber than 
in 1907. when the population was half 
of what it is today.

The board of strategy ‘on influenza 
which was called into conference by 
Surgeon General Cumming bas tele- 
graphed physicians on the west coast 
asking for information regarding the 
critical aspects of the disease. Infor- 
mation must be obtained, it was ex- 
plained, before the board can make a 
formal statement of the influenza 
Situation. The board is composed of 
G. W. McCoy. director of the hygienic 
laboratory: Dr. W. H. Frost and Dr. 
J. P. Leake, all veteran public health 
officers. They are expected to submit 
recommendations for control of the 
enidemi¢ to the surgeon general this 
afternoon. 

Yesterday's total of 40,820 reported 
cnses was increased today to 41,065 
when the state health officer of Ten- 
nessee reported 243 new cases in that 
state. Public health officials still be- 
lieved that not more than one-fifth of 
the existing cases are being reported. 
The situation in New York. while still 
not determined, was thought not to be 
serious since Dr. M. Nicholl, state 
health officer, telegraphed to Surgeon 
yeneral Cumming that while influenza 
eases are not reportable in his state, 
health officers are required to report 
unusual prevalences and they have 
made no such report. 

Inquiries to the west coast pbysi- 
cians ineluded questions on the 
amount of fever usnally occurring in 
eases, the seriousness of coughing, 
whether there usually were complica- 
tions and what these complications 
were, It is of especial importance, it 
was said. that it be known whether 
pneumonia or intestinal 
were following attacks in the majority 
of enses, 

In repeating today that the ouf- 
break has reached epidemic propor- 
tions, publie health officinis said this 
term was used loosely. but is construed 
hy them to be proper when a <isease 
appears with increasing extensiveness 
over a period of days.

FEAR WOMAN WITNESS

New York, December 13.—(#)— 
Federal officials announced today that 
‘suspicious happenings” at the hotel 
where Mrs. June Boyd, of Chicago, has 
been detained in one phase of the Ar- 
nold Rothstein investigation have led 
them to fear the possibility of an at- 
tempt either to harm her or to tam- 
per with ber as a prospective witness. 

As a result of these mysterious and 
unexplained happenings it was learn- 
ed that Mrs. Boyd probably will be re- 
manded to Jefferson Market woman's 
prison as a material witness. 

She was brought from Chicago after 
Joseph Unger was arrested in Buf- 
falo and trunks to which she held the 
checks and keys were seized with $2,- 
000,000 worth of narcotics in them. 
Unger, reputed leader of an interna- 
tional narcotic syndicate financed by 
Rothstein, Broadway gambler who was 
slain, had telephoned Mrs. Boyd be- 
fore leaving this city to take the 
trunks to Chicago. Agents who went 
to her apartment found an additional 
$500,000 worth of narcotics there. 

United States Attorney Tuttle is ex- 
pected now to take Mrs. Boyd before 
a federal judge and have her held in 
such high bail that she will be unable 
to furnish it. She is mentioned as a 
conspirator of Unger in the bill in- 
dicting him, but is not made a defend- 
ant. It has been intimated that she 
had promised to give the government 
all the assistance she could in the pros- 
ecution of Unger and the investigation 
of the narcotic syndicate. 

It was also learned today that po- 
lice are not at all sure that Hyman 
(Gilly) Biller, the only man mentioned 
by name in the murder indictment be- 
sides George McManus, is even in the 
country. ‘They disclosed that circu- 
lars, describing Biller and telling that 
he was wanted for Rothstein's murder, 
had been sent to all police headquar- 
ters in this country, Mexico and 
Canada. 

McManus is in custody but Biller 
and two men indicted as John Doe and 
Richard Roe are still to be found.

Pilot Will Know His Altitude 
At All Times, Says Dr.

It will enable the 
aeronaut to know precisely how high 
h- *: flying, where his craft is at a 
give moment and what he shall do 
for . safe landing under poorest con- 
ditions of visibility. Such radio aids 
are quite apart from the obyious bene- 
fits .o be derived from communica- 
tion while in flight possible for air- 
craft as for seacraft only by means 
of radio. 

The foregoing, in substance, are the 
vie. of Dr. EK. F. W. Alexanderson. 
famous inventor of the radio alter- 
nator. They were stated in an inter- 
view while he was here to read a 
paper or his newly-discovered method 
of measuring precise altitudes hy 
mean: of radio echoes at one of the 
sub-sessions of the International Civil 
Aeronautics conference. 

Presented Before Academy. 


Dr. Alexanderson first presented 
the scientific phases of his newly-dis- 
covered principle and method. of meas- 
urin~ the exact height of an airplane 
above ground at a recent meeting of 
the National Academy of Sciences at 
Schenectady. He said he came to 
discuss its practical application with 
the practical aeronautical men who are 
gathered here from all parts of the 
world. Dr. Alexanderson said he has 
been using a flying laboratory over 
Schenectady for his researches, 

barometric altimeters of the type 
now used on aircraft indicate the 
height above the last level to which 
the instruments have been adjusted, 
I) Alexanderson said. Thus such 
level changes as mountains and val- 
leys are not alwavs indicated and 
fliers in clouds and fog are in con- 
stant danger unless they know their 
location with respect to the ground 
aud tie general nature of the terrain.

Investigations Undertaken.

SOUTHERN STATES Stt 
PROFIT IN HOOVER TOUR 


Any Direct Increase in Trade 
Will Flow Through 
South. 


BY BASIL MANLY. 
Nashville, December 13.—The in- 
dustrial] south is watching the results 
of the Hoover “good will’ tour of 


Central and South America with per- 
haps greater interest than any other 
section of the country. Rightly or 
wrongly, southern manufacturers, 
merchants and financiers express the 
belief that they will get the lion's 
share of the increased trade which 
is expected to develop from this semi- 
official mission, 

Not only the South Atlantie and 
Gulf states but all those which border 
the Mississippi and>+its tributaries re- 
gard Latin America as the logical 
field for the development of foreign 
trade for the south’s rapidly growing 
industries. Located hundreds of :miles 
nearer these rich and varied markets 
than the eastern and central states, 
it is believed that they possess a de 
cisive advantage for the development 
of the highly profitable trade whicb 
the Hoover tour is expected to pro- 
mote, 

Every southern port from Norfolk 
to Galveston is regarded as likely to 
benefit by this expansion. Here may 
be found a valuable outlet for Vir- 
ginia’s rapidly expanding rayon and 
chemical industries. Charleston and 
Savannah are well-located for the 
shipment of the cotton textiles of the 
Carolinas and Georgia to Venezuela, 
Brazil and the Argentine. Mobile is 
the natural outlet for Birmingham's 
iron and steel] products which may be 
needed for the extension of South 
American railroads. 

New Orleans. which has long had 
a large and valuable trade with the 
Latin American countries, is expected 
to henefit from all the water-borne 
traffic that it is believed will develop 
as soon as the channels of the Mis- 
sissippi and its tributaries are deep- 
ened in accordance with the compre- 
hensive plan which the Mississippi 
Valley association is actively promot- 
ing. The Texas ports of. Galveston, 
Houston and Port Arthur are also 
looking forward to a considerable in- 
crease in their export and import 
trade. 

The great advantage to the south 
of the development of trade with Cen- 
tral and South America lies in the 
fact that heretofore the bulk of the 
south’s exports has been raw cotton. 
There has been no considerable foreign 
market for her manufactured goods. 
She could not easily compete for the 
European trade with the factories of 
the east. 

Development of Markets. 

Now with the rapid development of 
the markets in the Latin American 
countries and their expected stimula- 
tion by the Hoover mission, the south 
sees a natural outlet for the products 


of her mills and factories. As none of 
these countries is highly developed in- 
dustrially, it is foreseen that they will 
want manufactured goods and not raw 
materials. They should, therefore, pro- 
vide markets for cotton and rayon 
fabrics which are admirably suited to 
the clothing worn in those warmer 
climates, for steel rails and structural 
shapes for bridges and buildings, as 
well as for the locomotives and other 
machinery which southern plants pro- 
duce, 

The great drawhack to the rapid 
development of this foreign trade 
with Central and South America, so 
far as the south is concerned, lies in 
the fact that her industries largely 
lack the organization and experience 
to take advantage of it. Her bankers 
have had little or no experience in 
handling credit and exchange with 
South American buyers and there are 
few salesmen available who are 
equipped to compete for orders with the 
shrewd representatives of British and 
German firms. Some steps are already 
heing taken to meet these deficiencies 
by the banks as well as by some oil 
the nrincipal southern export firms. 

While no spectacular results are ex- 
nected from the Hoover mission. the 
belief appears to he general among 
some of the best informed business 
men of this section that it will inevi- 
tably promote an inerease in. trade 
from which the’ entire south will 
benefit.

Miss Arlene Goodrich, pretty 18 
vear-old daughter of Williard Good- 
rich, on whose farm the discovery well 
is located, has been named “Queen 
Petrolia,” and as snch will reign over 
the festivities. The Goodrich farm 
is less than 10 miles from the city. 

Wichita’s fastest growing industry, 
the manufacture of airplanes, will be 
represented in the activities by “King 
Aviation,” who will parade with the 
petroleum queen, while planes drone 
overhead. 

An 82-foot oil derrick, to be erect- 
ed at the intersection of the city’s 
two principal streets, will furnish the 
royal throne and reviewing stand. 
Vice President-elect Charles Curtis 
and Senator Arthur Capper have been 
invited to attend. 

The Goodrich well, which has flow- 
ed at the rate of 9,000 barrels daily, 
is the biggest oil well ever located 
in Kansas.

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America team picked for Colliers in 
1889, Grantland Rice, America’s lead- 
ing sports authority, named his 192s 
team in the December 22 issue of 
that publication, appearing tomorrow, 
and the team is an all-America four- 
teen instead of an all-America eleven. 

Instead of the all-America squad of 
33 players and the first team that he 
selected a year ago, Mr. Rice names 
1] regulars and three utility players 
for his 1928 all-America. Eleven dif- 
ferent colleges and universities fur- 
nish the material of the regular eleven, 
and players of the other colleges are 
named for the utility back, lineman 
and end positions created by Mr. Rice 
for the first time. 

No Second or Third Team. 

With the innovation of the three 
utility players on his first string team, 
Mr. Rice has done away with the sec- 
ond and third teams that accompanied 
the Colliers selections in the past. Cas- 
per Whitney was first to name the 
all-America for Colliers in 1889, then 
Walter Camp followed as arbiter for 
26 years, and since his death Mr. Rice 
had chosen the all-American team. 

He was assisted in his task by na- 
tionally known coaches, among whom 
were Knute K. Rockne, of Notre 
Dame; Glenn S. Warner, of Stanford; 
Jesse Hawley, of Dartmouth; John 
(Chick) Meehan, of New York uni- 
versity; Fielding H. Yost, of Michi- 
gan; Robert C. Zuppke, of Illinois: 
Lou Young, of Pennsylvania: Bill 
Roper, of Pennsylvania; Wallace 
Wade, of Alabama; Dan McGuzgin, of 
Vanderbilt; Dr. John Wilce, of Ohio 
State; Captain L. M. (Biff) Jones, of 
Army; Marvin A. (Mal) Stevens, of 
Yale, and Arnold Horween, of Har- 
vard.

Rickard spent eight years in VPara- 
guay, going there in 1912, with 20 
Texas cowboys sent by the Farquahar 
syndicate, engaged in the cattle indus- 
try and development of the country s 
resources.” 

“In 1913,” said Rickard, “I came 
up through the Argentine with 20 
cowboys; 50,000 head of cattle and a 
train of about 50 wagons, with the 
idea of crossing into Paraguay across 
the Pilcomayo river, the boundary be- 
tween Paraguay and the Argentine. 

“Well, as soon as we got into Para- 
guay we came across a lot of forts, all 
filled with Bolivians. All these Lo- 
livians—soldiers they were—said that 
if we didn’t turn back they'd shoot us. 

“Well, we thought wed better go 
around, so we came out again amd 
went south through the Argentine to 
Asuncion and into Paraguay across 
the eastern boundary, the Paraguay 
river. When we got there we told 
them how there were a lot of Bolivi- 
ans sitting in forts in the middle of 
Paraguay, and that vexed them a bit. 
It was the first they’d heard of it, 
I guess. 

“Anyway, they all came around te | 
me, the president, the cabinet and ev- 
ery one, and they told me that if Vd 
zo out and fight the Bolivians they'd 
give me all the soldiers I wanted and 
more. They'd give me an army, in 


fact. 

“Well, I didn’t like to act without 
instructions, so I wired to my peo- 
ple in Buenos Aires and they cabled 
to Mr. Farquahar in Paris. He did 
not want a war, though: he had too 
many big interests; he had too much 
at stake. And so I missed my chance 
ti lead an arfny.”

Fails To Enthuse Bulls 


New York, December 13.—(#)— 
Trading on the New York curb market 
fell into the doldrums today with price 
movements extremely irregular. Many 
traders apparently withdrew from the 
market until after the publication of 
the weekly federal reserve brokers’ 
loan statement, which showed a de- 
crease of $218,000,000. Call money 
dropped from 8 to 6 per cent but this 
failed to generate any great degree 
of bullish enthusiasm. 


Several of the high priced special- 
ties recorded substantial gains. Ford 
Motors of Canada jumped 16 points, 
presumably in response to the an- 
nouncement that the Ford issue in 
Great Britain had been heavily over- 
subscribed. Niles Bement LVond ran 
up 10 points but failed to cross the 
high level established yesterday. In- 
ternational Nickel of Canada touched 
a new high at 39 3-4 in sympathy 
with a sharp rise in the stock of the 
old company on the “big board.’ 

Oils showed a tendency to heaviness, 
Standard Oil of Indiana falling back 
a point and Illinois Pipe Line drop- 


ping 4. Public ‘utilities moved with- 
in rather narrow and irregular limits, 
American Gas & Electric and Ameri- 
can & Foreign -Power warrants falling 
back more than 2 points, while Mid- 
dle Western Utilities ran up more than 
7 points on a couple of sales. South- 
eastern Power & Light was an out- 
standing strong spot, moving up near- 
ly 5 points to a new high at 64 7-8 
and retaining most of its gain. 

Airplane issues started upward in 
the early trading but many of the 
gains were lost before the close. Doug- 
las Aircraft touched a new high at 
121 and Boeing common closed 1 1-2 
points higher, but Aviation Company 
of America, Boeing preferred, Key- 
stone Aircraft, and several others 
closed lower on the day. 

Consolidated Retail Stores, De For- 
est Radio, Fox Theaters, Marconi In- 
ternational Marine Communications 
and Paramount Cab were among the 
active issues to show net declines. 
Rainbow Luminous Products, which 
was heavy earlier in the week, ral- 
lied nearly 5 points.

moderate early decline was followed by 


rather sharp advances in the cotton 
market today on covering and rebuy- 
ing by recent sellers who appeared to 
be influenced by better reports from 
the stock market and expectations of 
large domestic consumption figures 
from the census bureau tomorrow. 
January contracts sold up from 20.13 
to 20.42 compared with 20.18 at the 
close yesterday, and closed at 20.35. 
The general market closed at net ad- 
vances of 13 to 17 points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 1 to 4 points in response to 
relatively steady Liverpool cables. 
There was only a light demand, how- 
ever, and this was soon supplied by a 
renewal of liquidation and southern 
selling. Prices eased under this pres- 
sure, with December selling off to 20.25 
and May to 20.10, or about 5 to 10 
points net lower on the general list. 
This setback seemed sufficient to 
bring in covering by recent sellers, and 
the market turned upward during the 
afternoon when there was considerable 
buying through brokers with Wall 
street and western connections. 

There were differences of opinion 
among local brokers whether this rep- 
resented covering of short contracts 
or the reinstating of long lines, but 
it was sufficient to send prices up 
to 20.53 for December and 20.40 for 
May, or about 20 to 24 points above 
yesterday's closing quotations. The 
advance met increased southern sell- 
ing and after the more urgent demand 
had been supplied. prices reacted 7 to 
10 points from the best under real- 
izing. 

Reports from Washington that a 
southern senator claimed the crop had 
been overestimated by half a million 
bales came in for considerable com- 
ment, and may have had a contribu- 
ting influence, but the advance was 
generally attributed to a renewal of 
the buying movement and the talk of 
a continued large consumption. The 
south was reported a seller here dur- 
ing the day and local brokers said 
that while there was some trade buy- 
ing early it was less in evidence than 
earlier in the week. 

Private cables reported trade call- 
ing and continental buying in Liver- 
pool but said business in’ cotton 
cloths and yarns was rather restrict- 
ed. Exports today 2,800 bales, mak- 
ing 4,083,040 so far this season. Port 
receipts 33,415. U. 8S. Port stocks 
2,452,604.

MARKET FIRM 
TOWARD CLOSE. 

New Orleans, December 13.—(2)— 
An easier and somewhat erratic morn- 
ing session was followed by active and 
firm trading in the cotton market to- 
day when the trade and speculative in- 
terests bought and shorts covered in 
advance of the official consumption 
total tomorrow. March contracts sold 
up from 19.55 to 19.88 and closed at 
19.77, compared with 19.61, yester- 
day's closing figure. The general 
market closed steady at a net advance 
of 13 to 18 points. 

Despite relatively firmer Liverpool 
cables ‘he market here opened irregu- 
lar, first trades being 3 points down to 
2 up. There was some buying on the 
higher Liverpool after the start and 
January traded up to 19.56 with ac- 
tive positions generally showing re- 
coveries of 3 to 6 points. 

The market soon started downward, 
however, under offerings brought out 
be the bearish statistics of the British 
board of trade. Considerable realizing 
and some liquidation soon’ carried 
prices to levels 8 to 11 points under 
the highs with March selling around 
19.55 and May 19.60. 

In the afternoon trading became 
more active and prices advanced un- 
der covering by shorts and trade and 
speculative buying. The covering was 
probably an effort by shorts to even 
commitments in advance of tomor- 
rews consumption total by the cen- 
sus bureau. 

The advance persisted throughout 
the afternoon, prices making new 
highs in late trading with March sell- 
ing at 19.88 and May 19.82 or 30 to 
33 points above the lows and 24 to 
27 points under the previous close. 
There was some profit taking towards 
the end and final prices were 7 to i1 
points under the top.
